NEWS FROM THE S. A, D, #44 
ADULT EDUCATION PROGRAM 

One aspect of Adult and Com- 
munity Education in Maine that 
goes on in a frequently unnoticed 
manner is the training of teachers, 
directors and other staff. Because 
nearly all of those involved in 
adult education are part-time adult 
educators and are often employed 
in other fields, the training must 
be conducted in an intensive way, 
scheduled at times that are con- 
venient. Training is important; 
classes and workshops for adult 
education personne] allow those 
involved in ‘the field to concen- 
trate on the special area of adult 
Jearning, and to share experien- 
ces, materials and techniques with 
others. This year, S, A. D, #44

Evans Notch | 
White Mountain National Forest 


The fall foliage season has just 
about come to an end. With the 
wind and rain of the past week, 
many trees have shed most of their 
leaves, The numerous visitors who 
came to the White Mountain Na- 
tional Forest to view the fall spee- 
tacle were not disappointed. The 
colors were unusually brilliant, es- 
pecially in the Evans Notch area 
along Rte. 118, 

With November approaching, the 
next major activity to draw visitors 
to the Forest will be the 1980 Deer 
Hunting Season, The Evans Notch 
Ranger * Disirict falls within the 
Western Management Zone set up 
by the Maine Fish and Game De- 
partment. Due to a declining deer 
herd, there will be a shortened 
season in this management unit. 
Dates are set as November 10 
through 22, with Nov. 8 open for 
residents only. The 1980 Regula- 
tions, published by the Inland Fish- 
eries and Wildlife Department, will 
give further details, dates, times 
and zones, 

The week also begins the Fur- 
bearer Trapping Season. Although 
the Forest Service is not requiring 
trapping permits for National For- 
est lands in the State of Maine, 
we would appreciate anyone trap- 
Ping on the Evans Notch District 
dropping in and letting us know 
where they are trapping, and what 
kind of success they have had. 

The Older American Crew has 
been busy this past week doing fall 
closure work around the District. 
Basin Pond Campground has been 
closed to public use until next 
spring. The four remaining camp- 
grounds, Crocker Pond, Hastings, 
Wild River and Cold River remain 
open; however, there will be no 
services such as water or garbage 
collection at these sites. No fees 
will be charged at these areas un- 
til services are restored next May. 
We ask that anyone using these 
facilities to ibe responsible for 
their own waste, and take any 
garbage back home to dispose of it 
in a proper manner. 

Many people are still out collect- 
ing firewood for the cold months 
ahead. With the increased demand 
for firewood it is becoming more 
difficult to locate dead and down 
material on National Forest land 
but those who take the time usual- 
ly find there is plenty to be found.
